te Be Made Director-General Also for 
the Local Directory, with Burnham As 
His Lieutenant — Ex-President W. T. 
Baker Hands in His Resignation, 
Supreme authority in the administration of 
the affairs of the Exposition was yesterday 
placed in the hands of the Council of Admin- 


istration by the Executive committee of the 


local directory. It adopted .almost unani- 
mously a report to this effect, which will be 


submitted to the Board of Directors for adop- | 


tion or ratification and it may be that certain 
parts of the document may be submitted to 
the National Commission. 

It took the Executive committee three 
hours yesterday 
which it did, and if approved by the local 
directory the management of the Exposition 
will be greatly simplified. All the standing 
committees of the local corporation, except- 
ing the Executive, Finance, and Legislative, 
are wiped out, and their functions 
absorbed by either the Council of 
Administration or the Director-General. 
Col. Davis, who is a local director as 
well as the Director-General of the Exposi- 
tion, the report recommends be elected Di- 
rector-General of the local directory. As he 
already occupies that position with regard to 
the National Commission, he will become the 
Director-General of both bodies and con- 
sequently of the entire Fair. The findings 
of the Executive committee are also to 
the effect that he be made the chief 
executive officer of the Council of Adminis- 
tration. All orders will pass through his 
office. It is further recommended that Di- 
rector of Works Burnham be made the lieu- 


tenant of the Director-General in the execu- | 


tion, where physical force is necessary, of the 
former’s order.

‘TROOPS IN CHARGE OF THE CAMP, 


Fifteen Hundred “@trikers at Tonawanda 
and Serious Trouble Feared. 

Burra.o, N. I., June 16.—[{Special,}—PFif- 
teen hundred lumber shovers at Tonawanda 
are on strike, and detachments from the 
Twenty-fifth and the Forty-second, separate 
companies, backed by a force of special dep- 
uties, are in charge of the lumber camp to- 
night. The union shovers succeeded today in 
ereaiing discord among the Poles who have 
been taken to Tona from this city to fill 
the places they had left. Of 1,000 Poles 400 
joined the strikers morning. 
struck for five cents more per 1,000 
for handling lumber. Instead of 25 and 
28 cents they demand 30 and 33 cents. When 
this demand was refused they thered ina 
mob in front of Smith, Fassett & Co.'s office, 
demanding their 4 04 for work they had done. 
The regular pay-day would be next Monday, 
but the strikers became reckless in their de- 
mands to be paid at once. They got out red 
flags and waved them in front of the lumber 
dealers’ headquarters, threatening violence if 
the money — not paid at once. At this 
juncture a heavy rain- storm broke and the 
strikers were temporarily kept from making 
trouble. 

The military and Deputy Sheriffs meanwhile 
marched to the scene, the men were paid, and 
further outbreaks during the afternoon pre- 
vented. Trouble is feared in the morning 
when the non-union men who are willing to 
work attempt to do so. y would not 
take hold today fearing the strikers would 
overpower the military nowon the scene.

Si | WILL HENEFIT TRADE 


BANKS TO GIVE INOREASED AQOOM- 


MODATION TO BUSINESS-MEN. 


Probable Effect of the Issue of Clearing 
House Certificates Unless Speculative 
Interests Absorb the Increased Resources 
Action Decided On by the Numerous 
Failures and the Drain of Money to the 
West—Good Effect of the Encouraging 
Crop Reports. 

New York, June 16.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
weekly review of trade says: Concerted action 
by the banks of New York has changed the 
situation materially. More failures and a 
tremerdous drain of money to the West had 
such an effect here that the banks were 
unanimous in deciding upon the issue of 
clearing-house certificates. Much increased 
accommodations for the business community 
are expected to result, and doubtless will un- 
less speculation is stimulated to absorb all 
the increase in available resources through 
undue preference for marketable securities 
over other assets. The weakness of banks at 
many Western points continues; the wide 
spread stringency is having a serious effect 
upon merchants and manufacturers who are 
in no way concerned with speculative opera- 
tions 


A sharp fallin foreign exchange removes 
the chance of gold export at p but it is 
due to foreign purchases of secur rather 
than to a change in trade balances, Exports 
in two weeks of June, it is true, até but 62, 
700,000, or 15 per centof last year’s, and im- 
ports show a small decrease in place of the 
enormous increase reported for months, but 
balances are still adverse and likely to be for 
some time. 

The decline in prices has led to 
some increase in the foreign demand 
for products, but has been followed during 
the last week by an advanée of more than a 
cent in wheat, with sales of — 27,000,000 
bushels, 24; cents in corn, 3-16 in cot- 
ton, with sales of 950,000 bales. Pork has 
fallen 50 cents. oats M cent, coffee l cent, 
and oil a cent, but any material increase in 
exports at this session must come from mar- 
keting the surplus of cotton and wheat carried 
over, and this the advance in pricés tends to 
prevent. Wheat feceipts are still large and 
accounts of the growing crops decidedly more 
favorable from Northwest, but conflicting 
as to cotton. = 

Condition of Iron Trade. 
The output of pig-iron declined 7,522 tons 
weekly in May and is scarcely larger than a 
year ago. Stocks on hand declined 18,000 
tons in the month, but further reduction of 
output is in progress. The market for iron 
and its products remains dull and unsatisfac- 
tory, bar iron being especially weak and 
Southern pig much pressed for sale. Tin has 
advanced 65.cents per 100 pounds, but cop- 
per sold at 10% cents for lake and lead at 3.7 
cents. The market for wool is much de- 


pressed. 1 

Reports from other cities nearly all show 
tight money and slow collections. The excep- 
tions are as to money. Ina few Southern cities 
like Charleston and Mobile and New Orleans 
money is in good demand, but fair supplies, 
while at Knoxville the demand is smaller. 
The volume of business has been much affect- 
ed by the prevailing pen ary and caution 
about credits. Iron its products are 
weaker at Pittsburg and a strike is expected, 
the workers commenting last year’s wages.

At St. Paul 
excellent crop prospects make 3 more hope- 
ful . and at Omaha trade is good, at 
City fair, at St. Joseph fair. At St. 
Louis trade is beyond anticipations. At all 
Southern points trade is slow and quiet. 

The market for stock has been stronger 
during the week, though the advance has 
averaged less than half a dollar per share. and 
the demand for money has advanced rates on 
call quite sharply. Failures during the last 
week have numbered 318 in the United States, 
against 153 last year. 


“ Bradstreet’s” Trade Review. 


Bradstreet’s weekly review of the state of 
trade will say: Prices of many staples continue 
downward, an exception being wheat, which 
has advanced on stronger cables and Brad- 
street’s report of an unusually heavy decrease 
in supplies. Exports, flour included (both 
coasts), United States and Canada, are the 
heaviest of any week this year with one ex- 
ception, aggregating 3,834,000 bushels, as 
compared with 3,610,000 last week, with 
8,336,000 bushels a year ago, 2,400,000 
bushels two years ago, and one-half that 
quantity in similar weeks respectively 
in 1890 and 1889. Wheat is bein 
harvested in Texas, and California wheat wil 
be a little short, but the State will have an 
exportable surplus as large as last year’s. 
The minimum wheat export surplus of the 
United States for 1892.93 premises to be 
probably not less than 135,000,000 and ma 
equal 175,000,000 bushels. Values of all 
exports and imports for ten months of the 
year give a total 5 per cent smaller than in 
he ike portion of the year before, imports in- 
creasing 14 percent and exports decreasing 
20 per cent in value. 

Bank clearings show continued decreases in 
the volume of trade, aggregating 581,031. 
000,000 this week, a decrease of 2.4 per cent 
from the week before. 

Cotton and woolen goods manufacturers 
are buying conservatively and the demand for 
finished product is much cut into. There is 
no marked improvement in wholesale trade 
at Toronto, although a fair demand exists for 
summer dry goods. Business generally is 
quiet. Ontario’s grain crop report is not 
promising. Business is dull in the Province 
of Quebec and money there is said to be a lit- 
tle easier, although still firm, while crops are 
reported in splendid condition. At Halifax 
general trade is quiet and collections dull, 
while crop prospects are good. 

Bank clearings at Halifax, Toronto, Mont- 
real, and Hamilton amount to $18,500,000 
this week, a decrease of 7.5 per cent from 
last week, but an increase of 8.8 per cent 
over She like week one year ago. 


WALL STREET REVIEW FOR WEEK. 


Action of the Clearing-House Will Help 
Banks Throughout the Country. 

New Tonk, June 16.—Bradstreet's weekly 
Wall street review will tomorrow say: A week 
ago Wall street was encouraged bya belief 
that the financial troubles at Chicago had 
ended, and that the drain of cash from this 
city to the West was practically over, A sharp 
rally on the short interest gave animation to 
last Saturday’s market, in spite of the fact 
that the bank statement for the week made an 
unfavorable showing. It would seem, indeed. 
that the street did not immediately appre- 
ciate the lesson conveyed by the heavy de- 
cline of holdings and deposits and 
the almost stationary loans of the 
associated banks. If this was the case the 
error was soon recognized, the calling of loans 
necessitated by the further heavy demand 
from the West creating a decidedly stringent 
eondition in money, rates for call loans ad- 
vaneing to 10@15 per cent, with occasional 
quotations as high as 25 per cent.

Chariton T. Lewis Considers Prisons the 
Manufactory of Criminals. 

The final general session of the Internation- 
al Congress of Charities, Correction, and 
Philanthropy was held last night in Hall No, 
7, and was devoted to a consideration of im» 
prisonment, its history and purpose. The 
first speaker was Charlton T. Lewis, Presi; 
dent of the New York Prison Association, who 
spoke on The Uses of Imprisonment.” He 
said in part: 

The whole idea of imprisonment for punish- 
ment is absurd. It is a reflection against com: 
mon sense and humanity that the apportionment 
of time for offenses should find a place on our 
statute books. The only thing to do, if we must 
imprison a man for the safety of the public, is ta: 
make his sentence indeterminate. Keep him con- 
fined, if need be, till he can be turmed loose with 
safety, but no longer. ._ Imprisonment is by its 
very nature one of the greatest evilg that can be 
inflicted ona man. You place a sear on his life 
and so warp his nature that he never afterward is 
the same man. Nine-tenths of the prisons today 
are simply manufactories of criminals.

Chicago was the 
first city in the world to take steps toward 
establishing a means of identification, the first 
to adopt the Bertillon system, and Maj. Mc- 
Claughry has been iotiniately connected with 
the movement from the outset. With the as- 
sistance of M. P. Evans, Superintendent of 
the Bureau of Identification, Detective Smith, 
and his own son, he told a large audience how 
the Bertillon system was used and explained 
in detail how the measurements were made. 
Said he in part: 

It has been demonstrated that the bony frame 
does not change after 20 years of age and that 
the measurements of no two persons are exact 
alike. Hence the special merit of the plan, whic 
affords an absolute correct means of identifica- 
tion and yet gives the criminal a degree of im- 


munity from notoriety. For it is an important 


feature of the system that if a man commits a 
crime and reforms itis impossible to find him; 
His picture is not in the rogves’ gallery to re- 
main a standing witness to the offense committed 
or charged. At most there are but eleven meas- 
urements. To the outsider 1 mean nothing, 
and ifthe man turns over a new leaf he is safe.

Brilliant Romance Which Must Be Ex- 
claded from the Catalogue of Early- 
Summer Trash The Doomswoman,” a 
Story of California Life in 1840, When 
a Few Shrewd Men Foresaw the Coun- 
try’s Future.

The “ silly season begins somewhat earlier 
for the reviewer than for the reporter. Both 
in quantity and quality the book crop falls off 
sadly during the summer months. This is 
equally true of tive literature and of 
the class of books usually described as solid 
reading. Most of the novels produced at 
this season are of that mediocre kind which is 
the aversion of every reviewer. A hopelessly 
bad novel, such as the young and rampant 


| critic delights to flesh his cla wa in, might be 


easily disposed of were it worth while to re- 
view bad books at all. As Henry James ob- 
serves: Criticism is appreciation or it is 
nothing, and an intelligence of the matter in 
hand is recorded more substantially in a single 
positive sign of such appreciation than in a 
volume of sapient objections for objection’s 
sake—the cheapest of all literary commodities. 
Silence is the perfection of disapproval.” But 
smooth mediocrity, which offers nothing sa- 
lient to the grasp, might baffle even such a 
master of appreciation as Henry James. Skin- 
ning an eel is child’s play as compared with 
reviewing a middling novel. 

From this category we must except Miss 
Atherton’s brilliant romance. The Dooms- 
woman is a story of Californian life in 
1840, when the ultimate fate of the country 


was foreseen by a few shrewd men, while the 


mass of the population held fast to the union 
with Mexico. To the former class belongs 
Diego Estenega, palitician and man of the 
world, who not only predicts but ardently 
desires the annexation of California by the 
United States. This Estenega is one of the 
masterful men that since Jane Eyre’s day 
have figured so often as heroes of feminine 
fiction. A young girl describes him 
thus: “He is not beautiful at all. 
He is rather haggard and wears 
no mustache, and he has the profile of the 
great man, fine and aquiline and sévere, ex- 
cepting when he smiles, and then sometimes 
he looks kind and sometimes he looks like a 
devil. He has not the beauty of color; his 
hair is brown, I think, and his eyes are fe 
and set far back; but how they flash! I 
they could burn if they looked too long. He 
is tall and straight and very strong, not so in- 
dolent as most of dur men. They call him 
‘the American’ because he moves so quickly 
and gets so cross when people do not think 
fast enough. He thinks like lightni ikes.’”’ 
Withal he is an unbeliever and little scrupu- 
lous as to his methods of obtaining success. 
Success, indeed, seems assured to him, for 
with his positive, practical mind, trained in- 
telligence, and fixity of purpose. he WSs 
himself far superior to his ignorant, pleasure- 
loving compatriots. 

Between the families of Estenega and Iturbi. 
y Moncada a hereditary feud exists, and Cho- 
nita, the Doomswoman,”’ as a loyal daugh- 
ter of the latter house, is predisposed to hate 
the redoubtable Diego. Here is a picture of 
Chonita at her first appearance in the story: 

Her tall supple figure was clothed in white, 
and over her gold haiir—lurid and brilliant but 


without a tinge of reil—she wore a white lace 
mantilla. Her straight narrow brows and heavy 


‘lashes were black; but her skin was more ap 
y cu 


white than her gown. Her nose was fine 

the arch almost indiscernible, and she had the 
most sculptured mouth I have ever seen. Her 
long eyes were green, dark, and luminous, Some- 
times they had the look of a child: sometimes she 
allowed them to flash}with the fire of an ani- 
mated. spirit. But the expression she e 
cultivate was that associated with crowned head 
and sceptered hand; and sure no queen had ever 
looked so calm, so inexorable, so haughty, so ter- 
ribly clear of vision. 

Of course Diego falls in love with this hand- 
some creature. But instead of sighing at her 
feet he dazzles the girl by his talents, piques 
her by his quiet assumption of superiority, 
and fascinates her imagination by his audac- 
ity and resolution. . In end she renounces 
all for his sake—her traditions, her religion, 
even her natural affection, for Estenega 
slain her brother in self-defense. Indeed, 
this act of his, by putting an end to his po- 
litical ambition, deprives Chonita of the only 
rival she fears, and removes the last obstacle 
to her marriage. With this dramatic if par- 
adoxical situation—the girl clasping her 
lover’s head to her breast beside the dead 
body of her ‘brother—the story abruptly 
closes, : 

Miss Atherton has a keen eye for the 
picturesque, and she puts the dress, customs, 
and superstitions of old California to good 
account. Chonita’s appellation of dooms- 
woman is derived from a local belief which is 
thus described in an old manuscript: “It is 
believed that the woman who is twin is also 
the woman of doom; thatin her doth abide 
the power to heal and to curse; to give and to 
know the highest joy and deepest sorrow. 
Her love exaits, her hate blasts; in her nature 
is iron and fire, and the fire shall melt the 
iron; calm is not her lot nor the lot of those 
whose fate is hers.“ Chonita is a twin, but 
she hardly believes in the miraculous powers 
ascribed to her, although she is willing to 
touch the poor sufferers whose faith is more 
robust than her own. But in a fit of jealousy 
she goes at night to the chamber of her sup- 
posed rival and curses her thus: 

She bent over Valencia, who moved uneasily 
and cast her arms above her head. I saw her 
touch her finger to the sleeping woman’s mouth 
inserting it between the ips. Then she moy 
backward and stood by the head of the bed, fac- 
ing the window. She raised herself to her full 
height and extended her arms horizontally. The 
position gave her the form of a cross—a black 
cross, topped and pointed with malevolent white; 
one hand was spread above Valencia's face. 
She was the most awful sight I ever beheld. 
She uttered no sound; she scarcely breathed. 
Suddenly, with the-curve of a panther, her figure 

lided above the unconscious woman, her open 
and describing a strange motion; then she 
melted from the room. 

Valencia is stricken down with fever, and 
loses all her beautiful hair, whereupon Cho- 
nita relents, and sends her a specific which, 
let us hope, was more efficacious than the 
% infallible hair restorers recommended b 
glib-tongued barbers. The toilets of bot 
sexes were splendid in that day and country, 
and Miss Atherton does full justice to her op- 
portunities of descriphon. She gives us .a 
wedding, a christening, a bull-and-bear fight, 
and a ** cascaron *’ fralie, with local color to 
our hearts’ content. The talk is clever, the 
style effective, and were it not for the base 
metal in the character of the hero The 
Doomswoman might be pronounced a really 
fascinating story.

THE EXPOSITION FINANCES. 

Exaggerated statements which have been 
printed about the running expenses of the Ex- 
position have made it necessary for the Audit- 
or to state the exact facts. It was alleged, 
for instance, that the pay-roll for May amount- 
ed to $850,000. Were such the case it would be 
plain that there was inexcusable extravagance 
somewhere. But the Auditor says that the 
entire expenses for May, pay-roll and all, 
were under $600,000, or about $19,000 a 
day, while the total receipts were $720,000. 
He adds that the expenses for this month and 
subsequent ones will be much smaller than 
those for May. The latter were heavy be- 
cause of the unfigished condition of the 
grounds and buildings. It is intended to re- 
duce the operating expenses to $15,000 a 
day, or about $450,000 a month, and it is 
not believed, in view of the army of employés 
‘it is necessary to have, that they can be 
brought below that, 

The sum paid for admission by 30,000 vis- 
itors will cover the expenses of the day. Dur- 
ing the week June 4 to 10 the average daily 
pay attendance was 75,000. It has been in- 
creasing since then and will keep on doing so 
as the country visitors pour in. 80 it will be 
geen that a handsome surplus is being laid 
aside every day to meet the obligations of the 
Exposition. In estimating receipts, however, 
the concessions must not be forgotten, Thir- 
ty thousand visitors not only pay $15,000 to 
the Fair, but a good percentage of what they 
expend on the Midway Plaisance and with 
concession-holders elsewhere goes to the Fair 
also, The receipts at the Centennial from 
‘this source were comparatively small, the 
managers not realizing the value of the privi- 
leges they sold. The Exposition directors 
‘have made no such mistake. When 100,000 
persons pay to enter the grounds the Fair gets 
not merely $40,000, but ‘a great incidental 
revenue the amount of which it is difficult to 
calculate. 

It is evident, therefore, that the finances of 
the Exposition are in good shape. Expenses 
are going down and receipts are going up. 
The stories about the excessive pay-rolls were 
exaggerated. But they would not have been 
told had full information been given on the 
point. Ina word, the more the directors take 
the stockholders—the people of Chicago—into 
their confidence the less likelihood will there 
be of inexact reports, the effect of which, the 
Auditor says, is unfortunate.“ Thus it would 
be a blunder to refuse to give day by day the 
number of paid and free admissions. The 
suppression of that information would be sure 
to be followed by the publication of state- 
ments by enemies of the Exposition not cal- 
culated to benefit it. Weare glad to be able 
to say that the directors in this instance saw 
their error quickly and corrected it. They 
showed the higher courage which could afford 
to disregard false consistency and sacrificed 
their personal feeling for the good of the 
cause. No praiseworthy action of the many 
which they have been responsible for in the 
direction of the great enterprise which they 
have in hand has seemed to us to be more 
purely dictated by a strong sense of 81 as 
this has been. 


A FITTING SOUVENIR OF THE FAIR. 

It is a matter for general congratulation 
thatthe Legislature has passed the bill en- 
abling the South Park Commissioners to pur- 
chase the Art Gallery at the Fair grounds 
after the closing of the Exposition and to 
maintain it asa public art museum after the 
manner of the Art Museum in Central Park, 
New York. The passage of the bill will give 
satisfaction ina double sense. All the other 
buildings on the grounds except the temple 
on the Wooded Island, which is a gift to the 
park from the Japanese Government, will be 
torn down at the expiration of the Fair, and 
the vision of beauty will disappear like a 
dream. It will be some compensation for 
this great loss to keep the Art Gallery as a 
souvenir of the White City and to preserve 
the buildimg as one of the purest and most 
beautiful architectural designs in the world. 
In itself it always will be one of the most at- 
tractive features in the park to those who are 


lovers of beauty, and will stand as an object 


lesson for architectural study. 

Apart from this the Art Gallery as a museum 
will supply a long-felt public want, and will 
come to be a popular resort. It need not be 
said that generous Chicagoans will soon fill 
its spacious rooms with objects of curiosity, 
and that it will be a fitting receptacie for 
many at the decorations of the Fair which 
ought not to be sacrificed when the buildings 
are torn down. Under the terms of the bill it 
will be open to the public, free of charge, two 


„ days in each week, and school children will be 


admitted free at all times: Upon other days 
those under 10 years of age will be admitted 
free, and those over that age will be charged 
25 cents, which will help to meet the running 
expenses. It is possible the Fisheries Build- 


ing, or at least sufficient of it for the purposes 


of an aquarium, may also be kept. The bill 


in question now only awaits the Governors 


signature to become a law.

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THE WORK OF THE LEGISLATURE. 

After a long drawn out session of 164 days, 
few of which were spent in actual labor, me 
Thirty-eighth General. Assembly has ad- 
journed, to the relief of the 
ers, who wanted it to do as little as possible 
lest it might commit some outrageous blun- 
der, and of citizens generally, who feared that 
whatever good laws it might pass accidentally 
would be more than offset by the bad ones it 
was sure to put on thestatute books. Since the 
Legislature was Democratic in both bran¢hes 
these fears were reasonable. 

From the partisan standpoint the Genpral 
Assembly did well for the ruling party. It 
passed two apportionment bille, gerrymandler- 
ing the Congressional and Senatorial districts 
so as to give the Democrats a majority of the 
Congressional delegation and of the Legisla- 
ture even though ‘the Republicans wert to 
elect their Governor and other State officers 
by heavy majorities. ‘ 

As the party went into power pledged to 
economy and a reduction of taxes it did not 
dare to indulge in its inclinations for extraiva- 
gance, yet the appropriations are almost as 
large as those of any previous „ and 
they were kept down only by to pro- 
vide the money needed for repairs of State 
institutions and other necessary purposes. By 
doing that it was made possible to waste miach 
money without swelling the total of appropri- 
ations too much. The next Legislature will 
have to levy increased taxes in order tq.do 
the necessary work this one failed to provide 
for. 

Among the bills passed which may be 
spoken of in terms of praise are the one to 
secure to the people the bulk of the intenest 
on public moneys, the two anti-trust measures, 
and the billg for a closer scrutiny of building 
and loan asgociations and of special assies- 
ment insurance companies, The sweat-shop 


bill has some absurdly impracticable features, | 


but if its administration is intrusted to cm- 
petent hands some abuses can be remedied, 
While many measures which were urged by 
the people of this city and county failed to 
pass, a few managed to get through. The 
Drainage Trustees were given police power. 


The West Side Park Board was given a little 


more money. The voters in the South Park 
District can, if they choose, buy the Art Build- 
ing and use it as a museum. The court fees 
were increaged, and no more Judges were sad- 
died on the county. The law relative to pay- 
ing special assessments in installments was 
revised. Those for sewers and water pipes 
may be divified into ten installments. 

The Edwards compulsory education law 
was repealed in accordance with the promises 
of both political parties. Another law Was 
passed to take its place, All that can be ssid 
in its favor is that it is a little better than 
nothing. If the Chicago Board of Education 
sees fit it can force a small percentage of the 
children who are growing up untaught to go 
to school. The Torrens land transfer bill, the 
passage of which was urged in the interest of 
the real estate owners of this city, and which 
they believed would be of inestimable valme 
to them, was defeated at the last moment by 
peculiar methods which will be explained 
hereafter. 

While the Legislature refused to submit to 
the voters a proposition to call a constitu- 
tional convention, it did submit an amend- 
ment to be voted on in 1894 which will add 
to the interest of that year’s campaign. It 
provides for giving the Legislature power to 


enforce all laws it may see fit to pass regu- 


lating contracts and relations between cor- 
porations and their employés. It was sib- 
mitted for the purpose of placating the 
„walking delegates, who want a compuladry 
eight-hour law and similar measures passed. 
It will be beaten when the people learn its 
object. 

The above gives substantially the record of 
the Thirty-eighth General Assembiy. It left

REMOVE THE CAUSE OF STRINGENEY. 

The Secretary of the Treasury reports that 
the government has now on hand 124,29%,- 
532 fine ounces of silver bullion. This is not 
worth so much by nearly $11,000,000 as the 
$114,300,000 paid for it, but at the current 
market price that silver could be sold for 
more than $103,000,000. It is lying idle in 
the Treasury vaults, not being security fpr 
any kind of currency, as most of the Treasury 
notes issued for its purchase have been re- 
deemed in gold. But if Congress were to 
adopt the Windom plan, advocated by Tix 
Tuipune, the governmentjdo allintents and 
purposes, would find itsel 
position of owning fully $100,000,000 mote 
of gold than it owns now, andit would then 
be ready to redeem all its obligations at their 
gold value as fast as presented. 

If the Treasury notes were made redeeméa- 
ble in silver, in terms of gold value, just a 
the bullion is purchased in terms of gold 
value, there could be no decline in the value 
of a Treasury note below par of gold, and no 
difficulty in maintaining at gold par the silver 
certificates which are specifically made re- 
deemable in silver dollars. Consequently 
there would be no apprehension in the@buntry

| disappear. There would then be no further 
occasion for panic or suspensions, assign, 
ments, and bankrupteies; or at least they 
would be prevented as efficiently as last year, 
before the silver slump was recognized as 
dangerous, and the country got scared in con- 
tem plation of its possible consequences.

from Fiji, Hagenbeck and his animals, the 
employés of the Irish villages and of the glass 
works, and the international beauties. 
march of this heterogeneous conglomeration 
of strange peoples, brilliant in color and pict- 
uresque in attire, will be enlivened by music 
of all kinds. There will be American bands 
and German bands, lutes and dulcimers, bag- 
pipes and hurdy-gurdies, gipsy orchestras and 
mandolins, tomtoms and gongs, tambours 
and drums, and everything else that can make 
a sound, from the noisy percussion instru- 
ments of the Orientals to the martial horns 
and reeds of the European bands. Nothmg 
yet seen upon the grounds will equal in inter- 
est this march of the multitudes from Midway 
Plaisance. It will be a pigture in miniature 
of the world of the Orient in this newest city 
of the Occident, and a day’s diversion in the 
routine of sight-seeing which will be of 
an agreeable if not exciting character to 
the crowd which will congregate to wit- 
ness the queer and strange spectacle, 
That it will be a -populat sight goes 
without saying. ‘Much hasbeen said of the 
Pair as a great popular educator, and it un- 
questionably merits all that has been said on 
that point.

the way in which they crowd the Midway 
Plaisance and by the eager throngs which 
congregate around any strange spectacle on 
that queer street. This parade, therefore, 
will be welcomed as an entertainment, and it 
should be repeated frequently. It will lend 
zest, piquancy, color, and sound to the ordi- 
nary quietness of the park streets. The peo- 
ple will appreciate it, and once it is known 
that amusement is to be added. to the educa- 
tional feature of the Fair the crowd of visitors 
will increase in number, The officials of the 
Fair have done well to devise these special at- 
tractions to catch the eye and please the fancy 
of the crowd, which soon gets tired of looking 
at exhibits and listening to speeches. The 
more bizarre and barbarian these spectacles 
the better it will be. 


HARMONY ON AWARDS AT THE FAIR. 

All the foreign Commissioners to the World’s 
Fair except the French have agreed to abide 
by the rules of the Committee on Awards. 
Doubtless France too will fall into line, as the 
Commissioners have not been asked to con- 


cede anything of the difference recently ex - 


isting between them and Mr. Thacher, the 
acting Chairman of the Award committee. It 
is the latter who has done all the conceding. 
He has backed down squarely from his posi- 
tion as upholder of the obnoxious single 
judge system, and agreed that such number 
of experts in the preliminary examination of 
competitors as may be recommended by the 
department jury may be appointed in each 
case. Substantially this is what was wanted 
by the foreigners, and they have no further 
cause for complaint or dissa tis fac tion. 

This is a pleasant outcome of a difficulty 


‘which at one time threatened to cause trouble 


lasting long after the Fair will have closed, 
It will result in the replacing of the exhibits 
of the seventeen great foreign powers in com- 
There may be some lit- 
tle red tape to be unwound in the case of 
France, as that country made a formal and 
official withdrawal, but probably this will be 
retired now that the cause of the protest is re- 
moved, ‘France will have uo good excuse for 
remaining out.“ It is well understood that 
the exhibits of that country were intended to 
compete with those of England and Germany, 
with express reference to the bearmg of the 
fact and its result on the success of the subse- 
quent appeal to the world’s market of buyers, 


and that France did not withdraw from any 


fear of such result if the competition was a 
fairand open one on lines similar to those 
laid down for previously held World’s Fairs. 
So it is not likely that France will feel like 
being able to stay outside the fold after all the 
others have reéntered it. 

Mr. Thacher has worked hard for the suc- 
cess of the Fair. He thought he had à plan 
that would be a great improvement on pre- 
ceding methods, and was doggedly enthusi- 
astic in pushing it. But he is now convinced

The Chicago papers denounced 
and stopped the extortions. Eastern papers 
printed highly colored accounts of the high 


prices, and the English papers have copied 
them without taking the trouble to state that 


reasonable rates have been enforeed. 

As a consequence there is an impression in 
England that it costs.a fortune to live here, 
and that one must expect to be gouged or 
robbed on every hand. English people who 
do come with fear and trembling say with sur- 
prise that they see no indications of the cheat- 
ing and robbing they were led to expect, that 
prices are moderate, and their lives in no dan- 
ger, even if they travel the streets alone, 

It is unfortunate that Europe should have 
received its first impressions of the Fair so 
largely from the New York payers, most of 
which were eager to make the worst of every- 
thing and were in no haste to correct their ex- 
aggerated statements. The primary re- 
sponsibility rests, however, with a few men 
who were too eager to @ money and who 
did not reflect that the course they pursued to 


do so would injure themselves and might dam- | 


age the Fair. 


An attempt is being made to give political 
significance to the recent changes in the Po- 
lice Department. This is absurd. The dis- 


placed officers ate with few exceptions Demo- 


crats, and so are the officers promoted, Capt. 
Jenkins, for instance, who has been dis- 
charged, boasts now that he supported Harri- 
son last spring.

A wWRIi-INFORMED correspondent of the 
Evening Journal asserts that the defeat of 
Senator O’Malley’s bill providing for the in- 
spection of private banks was brought about 
by a combination between the representatives 
of the private bankers in the Senate and . the 
opponents of the anti-pool-selling bill.

How to Invite the Guests, 


And now, presuming you have decided upon 
the numberof players you wish to have, the 
question arises How do you inyite your 
guests? Not by letter, certainly! This 
method may do, perhaps, with gentlemen, 
but with ladies a written invitation, even when 
thoroughly appreciated, is seldom given any 
real consideration. A pretty fair experience 
has lent me the knowledge that a tennis 
player is disinclined to leave for an afernoon, 
or perhaps longer, where she is by custom 
surrounded by friends, for the society of a 
number of more or less strange persons, 
among whom she may not gauge what 
welcome will be bers. Indeed, with 
ladies this latter point is the grave 
objection which many tind keeps them con- 
stantly on the home grounds. Tennis is es- 
sentially a game prosecuted for the’ pleasure 
it brings, and if there be a thought of discom- 
fort in seeking it at a distance one is naturally 
more inclined to favor the home club as be.

always rely upon, How, therefore, will you 
combat this excusable timidity on the part of 
these fair wielders of the racket? ‘Your best 
method, I think, will be a pergonai and 
hearty invitation extended to emch lady 
you wish to entertain, and if you can- 
not by any means reach me 
one of them—which will generally be the 
case—you might submit your difficulty to 
some prominent member of the lady's club, 
with an expression of your warm desire to 
see her play in your little event and a request 
that the gentleman in person will favor you 
by using his utmost influence to have her 
come there.
